Fuel Shortages Causing 
Big Rise In Unemployment

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
With 
the United States warning of 
world wide 
e conom i c 
hazards 
from the energy crisis, Ameri­ 
cans 
were 
told 
today 
that 
unemployment at home began 
rising rapidly in early Decem­ 
ber because of fuel shortages. 


The Labor Departm ent’s Bu­ 
reau of Labor S t a t i s 11 c s 
released a report showing about 
100,000 persons lost their jobs 
because of actual and threat­ 
ened gasoline shortages in the 
week of Dec. 9-15 alone. Since 
then, tens of thousands more 
workers have lost jobs, particu­ 
larly in the auto and airline 
industries. 


The jobs report today was 
based on payroll data collected 
from employers. 


About half of the 100,000 were 
at 
the 
service 
station 
and 
automobile dealer levels. Other 
areas 
hit 
included 
hotels, 
motels, 
transportation, 
enter­ 
tainment and utilities. 
The airlines have announced 
furloughs for 15,000 employes 
while layoffs due to the, energy 
crisis have reached 61,000 in 
the automobile industry.

Mart Awaiting Trial Slays 
3, Wounds 3 In Delaware 


DOVER,

- A 
three-hour shooting spree late 
Thursday 
night

man 
awaiting trial

two felony 
charges ended in the deaths of 
five persons and the; wounding 
of three others in what law 
enforcement 
officials 
believe 
may have been a vengeance 
attack against potential witnes­ 
ses. 


The gunman, Ronald lloffeck- 
cr, 30, of Dover, killed three 
persons and wounded another 
at 
two 
Dover 
residences, 
wounded a state policeman and 
a woman hostage, then appar­ 
ently killed himself and his girl 
friend after their getaway car 
crashed into a field. 
Hoffecker and his girl friend, 
Barbara 
Johnson, 
19, 
Dover, 
were uninjured in the crash but 
died of bullet wounds to the 
head. 


Delaware 
State 
police 
said 
the hostage, 25-year old Sandra 
Katcher, 
was 
in 
satisfactory 
condition 
at 
the 
Delaware 
division 
of 
the 
Wilmington 
Medical Center with a gunshot 
wound in the neck. 
According 
to 
Capt. 
Angelo 
Citro's 
reconstruction 
of 
the 
incident, 
Hoffecker 
stopped 
first at a house in Dover, where 
he killed Shirtley E. Haggerty, 
34, and John W. Pappas, 29, a 
neighbor 
from 
nearby 
Wyo­ 
ming, Del. A third man was 
wounded in that confrontation, 
but was treated and released at 
Kent Hospital. 
Hoffecker 
picked 
up 
Miss 


Johnson and then drove to the 
second 
home 
in 
search 
of 
Richard 
Katcher. 
When 
Hof­ 
fecker was unable to find him, 
he took Mrs. Katcher hostage. 
The three then stopped at a 
third home in suburban Cam­ 
den, 
where 
Hoffecker 
shot 
Mark Lovelace to death, Citro 
said. 
Hoffecker and the two women 
sped north on state route 896 in 
a late model compact car but 
were spotted 
by state police 
trooper Billy Reep, 31. 
Reep stopped the car for a 
license check and while waiting 
for 
identification 
from 
the 
driver was shot in the arm by 
Hoffecker. Despite the wound, 
Reep 
followed 
the 
Hoffecker 
car in a high speed chase until 
the 
auto 
careened 
off 
the 
roadway north of Middletown 
and ran into a field. 
Capt. 
Citro 
said 
wearily, 
‘I’ve been a policeman for 23 
years, and I can’t quite recall 
anything like this, 
repeatedly 
threatening one of our people— 
trooper that is—and then the 
killings; one, two, three, four, 
five.” 
Hurley 
said 
Hoffecker 
was 
free on bond on 
charges of 
heroin possession and threaten­ 
ing the life of the undercover 
officer who arrested him. 
Delaware

A Purdue spokesman said the 
new “ P at" system may well be 
the coming thing in college and 
professional football fields. The 
official noted growing concern 
about injuries attributed to arti­ 
ficial surfaces now used in man 
college and pro football stadi­ 
ums. 
The new Purdue system is de­ 
signed to provide the benefits 
of articiai turf but would sup­ 
posedly reduce the chance of 
injury because of its natural 
grass surface. 
The field will be designed to 
provide drainage of up to one 
inch of water per hour, a n d 
would be heated with, electrical 
cables to prevent freezing. Be­ 
cause of grass with 8 to 12-inch 
roots, divots would be almost 
non-existent. 
Belo'w the grass will be dirt 
and a mixture of sand and gra­ 
vel. Below that would be a sys­ 
tem of electrical cables a n d 
vacuum 
drainage 
pipes. 
T he 
system will set on a layer of 
plastic. 
This will be the first m ajor 
team to have such a home field. 
Goshen 
High 
School’s 
field 
was used as a prototype for the 
system, and 
further research 
was conducted when the sys­ 
tem was installed at Grand Val­ 
ley Junior College in Michigan. 
The practice field is being re­ 
built with an artificial surface, 
Purdue officials said, so t h. e 
Boilermaker football team can 
practice under conditions t h e y 
will find when they play road 
games at stadiums having arti­ 
ficial turf.

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DON’T FORGET BIRDS 
Now is the time for all good men to — 
come to the aid of their country? Well, 
that’s how the old saying goes and it 
hasn’t lost its meaning. 
This also is the time for all good men 
to come to the aid of what some editor­ 
ialists like to refer to as “our feathered 
friends,” the birds, 
Snow is inherently beautiful If you 
don’t have to fight it one way or another, 
and if you’re not a bird hunting some­ 
thing to eat. 
That’s where we humans can help. 
Birds will appreciate a wide variety of 
edibles, from commercially prepared 
mixed birdseed and sunflower seeds to 
scraps from the kitchen table. 
Squirrels like to hang around, too, 
wherever there is a chance for a hand­ 
out They can shinny up a bird feeder 
pole like lightning and can pretty well 
clean one out at one or two sittings. 
They frighten the birds away but it usu­ 
ally works out that the birds get their 
turn, too. Ears of corn impaled on some 
suitable object can attract squirrels and 
might give the birds a greater opportun­ 
ity at the bird feeder. Both squirrels and 
birdr are fascinating to watch. 
The it is an overabundance of sparrows 
but we have our blue jays, beautifully 
scarlet cardinals, and other species, too. 
Local bird watchers who make an annual 
bird count turn up a surprising number 
of other kinds of birds. 
So, keep the birds in mind this winter. 
Whether the ground is covered with snow 
or not. this always is a tougher time for 
them. Watching them pecking away and 
fluttering happily around might keep 
your mind off the fact that you’d like to 
be a bit warmer inside your own home. 
At least you don’t have to depend on a 
handout for something to eat.

In the next stage of the ac­ 
count the former blind beggar 
is brought before the Pharisees 
who first try to destroy his 
credibility, and. failing in 'this, 
denounce 
Jesus 
as 
a 
law­ 
breaker because he had per­ 
formed a miracle on the sab­ 
bath. It was an important test 
case, for if they could get the 
beggar to repudiate Jesus, they 
migh greatly have diminished 
his influence with the people at 
large. But the beggar stoutly 
resisted the Pharisees. ‘If this 
man were not from, 'God.,” he 
asserted, “he could do nothing.” 
Beaten 
in 
the 
attempt 
to 
'discredit Jesus, the Pharisees 
then cast the beggar out of the 
Synagogue. This was a severe 
s e n t e n c e , amounting to 
ostracism. 
In the last part of the ac­ 
count, Jesus asks the beggar 
if he believed in the “Son of 
Man.” This was 
an ancient 
titled 
having 
several 
con­ 
notations. 
It 
could

.Messiah.,, or it could be the 
same 
time 
with 
immense 
power. 
When 
the 
beggar 
acknowledged 
Jesus, 
Jesus 
then said, “For Judgment I 
came into this world, for those 
who do not see may see, and 
that those who see may become 
blind.” In other words,, those 
whose eyes were opened and 
acknowledged him to be the Son 
of Man would have toe right 
to become children of God, but 
those who looked at him and 
thought they saw through him 
would

earshot, asked, “Are we also 
blind?” Jesus answered, “If you 
were blind, you. would, have no 
guilt, but now that you say, ‘We 
see,’ your guilt remains.”

millions of people in the world 
who

never 
heard

Christianity. Are they doomed? 
Traditional theology has usually 
maintained that they are. Yet 


this judgment seems unjust, lor 
they are lost not because of an 
act of their own, but because

circumstances which 'they 
have no way of controlling. 
Their fate is, of course, just 
and proper when seen in the 
light of Calvin’s predestination, 
but f o r t u n a t e l y modem 
Reformed theology no longer 
regards this doctrine in the 
same light as 'did Calvin.

State Legislature Moves To Aid 
Families With Dependent Children

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
1974 Indiana Legislature moved 
rapidly today to keep its part of 
a welfare bargain by advancing 
a bill that will increase aid to 
families with dependent chil­ 
dren. 
The House Ways and Means 
Taxation Subcommittee today 
recommended for passage, as 
amended, a bill that would: 
—Increase 
the 
maximum 
monthly payments for an adult 
and one child from the present 
$115 to $150. 
—Increase the present maxi­ 
mum for additional children 
from $30 to .$50' a month. 
—Remove a present differen­ 
tial that allows $17 less per 
month for a child nine and un­ 
der, and make the allowance 
the same for any dependent 
child.

An oxygen tube was inserted 
and the lungs inflated.

After 
this intitial 'boost, the babies in 
each case cried lustily and 
continued to breathe on their 
own, the spokesman said.

Rep. Jack Mullendo re, R- 
Franklin, author of the bill, put 
into the record of the subcom­ 
mittee the bargain that already 
has been worked out in the in­ 
terim since the 1973 Legislature 
called for a 25 per cent reduc­ 
tion in standard of needs for 
welfare families. Such a reduc­ 
tion was intended by the legis­ 
lators as a device to remove 
cheaters, but various groups 
maintained that it also would 
hurt persons on welfare with, no 
outside income other than wel­ 
fare. 
Governor Bowen appointed a 
special committee to study the 
matter and agreement was 
reached that if the 1974 Legisla­ 
ture increased the máximums to 
the $150 and $50 levels and took 
out the age differential, the gov­ 
ernor will sign the State Public 
Welfare Board’s proposed regu­ 
lation 
reducing standard of 
needs. 
Mullendore told the subcom­ 
mittee that “if and when this 
bill 
reaches 
the 
governor’s 
desk, he has told me he will 
sign it at the same time as he 
signs the ratable reduction reg­ 
ulation. He will not sign ratable 
reduction until after this bill 
passes,” 
The bill increasing welfare 
máximums now goes to the full 
House Ways and * Means Com­ 
mittee. 
A dozen committees labored 
today on proposed legislation, 
including collective bargaining 


for public employes such as po­ 
lice and firemen but excluding 
school teachers, who were cov­ 
ered by a 1973 law. 
By late morning, the House 
Roads and Transportation Com­ 
mute, which has the collective 
bargaining 
controversy 
after 
last session’s deadlock in the 
Labor and Ways and Means 
committees, had made one ma­ 
jor amendment and considered 
dozens more. 
A change approved would al­ 
low an employer to suspend or 
discharge employes “for just 
cause” as part of his “responsi­ 
bility and authority.* Before, 
the bill had not contained the 
phrase “for just cause” so the 
addition strengthened the posi­ 


tion. of employes to some ex­ 
tent.One piece of a proposed pro­ 
gram for a major overhaul of 
election 
campaign 
financing 
was recommended for passage 
today in the Senate.
